THE SILVER m ounted horse, 
ridden by Mrs. D ixie G ray of 
Los Angeles, won th ird honors. 
Her husband, 
Gene G ray, 
dis­ 
played a 22-carat gold outfit. 
First prize w inner consisted of 
float on w hich rode a jet black 
horse, its reins in the hand of a 
fem inine rid er attired in a beau­ 
tiful w hite outfit. In addition the 
float was decorated w ith the flora 
of the desert:

Councilmen sitting in session 
tom orrow evening are expected 
to set a date for a special elec­ 
tion w hen voters living w ithin 
the city limits of Palm Springs 
will decide w hether Palm Springs 
shall exercise its priority right 
w ith the governm ent and p u r­ 
chase approxim ately 45 acres of 
land and buildings now com pris­ 
ing a portion of Torney G eneral 
Hospital. 
This action was practically de­ 
cided upon at a special m eeting 
lust Friday at 4 p. m., w hen R ay­ 
mond Haight, just returned from 
W ashington, D. C., advised the 
council 
that 
new 
applications 
would have to be filed by today 
with the Public Buildings A d­ 
m inistration in San Francisco, de­ 
tailing the various uses parcels 
of the land and or buildings, if a 
benefit allowance in the form of 
discounts from the governm ent 
appraised prices, w ere granted. 


APPLICATIONS were accord­ 
ingly filed in behalf of the Des­ 
ert Museum, the Com m unity H os­ 
pital 
Association, 
The 
H ealth 
Center, city governm ent adm in­ 
istrative land and buildings; The 
Youth C enter and an application 
for land that will be used as a 
city park. 
The Desert School District will 
file its own application for the 
acquisition of 21 acres of land 
now part of Torney General. 


WHAT APPRAISAL price the 
governm ent will place on the p ar­ 
cels of land being sought by the 
city is not know n as yet but is 
expected to be announced w ithin 
the next week or ten days. 
W hat discount from the prices 
set will be forthcoming is also 
not known. 
The 
city council 
heard, however, th at no discount 
would be allowed by the govern­ 
ment for the use of buildings or 
land to be used by the city for 
purely adm inistrative purposes.

should decide w hether the p rop­ 
erty shall be purchased or not. 
It is not known w hat m ethod 
the governm ent w ill ask in the 
w ay of paym ent for the p rop­ 
erties if the voters decide th at 
Torney G eneral is a good bargain 
in view of the discounts that will 
be allowed. Nevertheless, if the 
voters should say yes it is ex ­ 
pected 
th at several ways 
and 
means of financing the purchase 
will be presented. 


THE 
CAMPAIGN waged 
for 
more than a vear for the purchase 
of all or p art of Torney G eneral 
Hospital, it was pointed out, is 
rapidly draw ing to a climax. A 
consensus on the part of those 
who 
have 
followed

struggle is that if even a portion 
of the 
land as is 
now being 
sought, is obtained by the city, 
m any of the dire needs of the 
com m unity w ill be fulfilled. 
The need for a park, for both

AND AFTER listening patient­ 
ly to the story as told by Mrs. 
H urt, police were still at a loss 
to understand the complete "mo­ 
dus operandi” of the bunco a r­ 
tist and his Negress accomplice. 
W hat couldn’t be understood was 
w hat “good faith” Mrs. H urt was 
supposed to disolav w hen she 
drew her $100 out of the bank 
and handed it over to a Negro 
by the nam e of “Mr. Sm ith.” 
Pieced 
together 
the 
story 
sounded 
som ething 
like 
this: 
Mrs. H urt was 
w alking down 
Palm Canyon Drive about 9:30 
a. m., Tuesday, w hen she was

The name of this 
inquisitive person, Mrs. H urt de­ 
clared, w as a Mis.

SUDDENLY, according to the 
victim, Mrs. Francis saw a Negro 
m an pick up a pocket book across 
the street and as he approached 
w ithin earshot of the two Negro 
women, Mrs. Francis is reported 
to have said: 
“We saw you 
pick up that 
pocketbook and you had better 
report it right aw ay or you’ll get 
into trouble.” 
Now it was “Mr. Sm ith’s” cue 
and he took over his part with 
finished finesse of an experienced 
actor. He induced the two wo­ 
men, one the victim and the 
other Mrs. Francis, his accomp­ 
lice. to take a little walk. 


THE TRIO progressed as far 
as the G reyhound Bus depot, 
when Sm ith asked the two wo­

Investigation of 
Schools Asked by 
Senator Dilworlh 


The Senate Rules Committee 
this week approved a resolution 
by Senator Nelson Dilworth of 
Hemet, representing the district 
in which Palm Springs is in­ 
cluded, setting up a five-man 
Senate Interim Committee to in­ 
vestigate all phases of public 
schooling in California.
